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WHAT A SUMMER 


For the fourth time in the last seven years, Maryland's champion race horse was a mare. 
What A Summer won four stakes in 1977 and was voted an Eclipse award as the nation's finest 
sprinter. Three of her added money triumphs were registered in New York. The fourth was at 
Hollywood Park in California. 

Bred in Maryland by the late Milton Polinger, What A Summer performed in his colors as a 
3-year-old. Mr. Polinger died in December, 1976. What A Summer was sold a month later at a 
Hialeah auction sale to Mrs. Bertram Firestone for $275,000. 

For Mrs. Firestone, What A Summer won six of ten starts last year, earning $201,489. She 
follows in the footsteps of Alma North and Twixt who were champions of the Maryland-bred 
division in 1971 (Alma North), 1973 (Twixt) and 1974 (Twixt). 

What A Summer's finest performance last year occurred in the $75,000 Fall Highweight 
Handicap at Belmont Park. In that six-furlong race, the daughter of What Luck faced 11 
opponents, all males. Although given a five-pound weight concession because of her sex. What 
A Summer still carried 134, third highest weight assignment in the race. Weighted above her 
were Quiet Little Table (138) and Full Out (137). Coming from fifth place. What A Summer took 
the lead in midstretch and drew off for a two-length score over Broadway Forli (123) and 
Piamem (129). She was timed in 1:10 and posted an $18 mutuel. 

Mr. Polinger, a member of the Maryland Racing Commission, had bought What A Sum¬ 
mer's dam, Summer Classic, for $5,700 at the Keeneland Fall Sales in 1971. Raced only twice. 
Summer Classic failed to place. Her first four foals were bred by Mike Ford. None of the four 
showed any great ability, their earnings ranging from a high of $35,000 (Inspector Clouseau) to a 
low of $75 (Royal Classic). Bred to Mr. Polinger's home stallion What Luck (who stands now in 
Kentucky) in 1972, Summer Classic foaled What A Summer the following spring. 

Unraced as a 2-year-old, What A Summer quickly showed her class as a 3-year-old in 1976. 
She won seven of nine starts that year, her victories including two stakes. Most notable of her 
triumphs was a nose victory over Dearly Precious in Pimlico's $50,000 Black-Eyed Susan. 

When owned by Mr. Polinger (who died following open heart surgery), What A Summer 
was trained by Buddy Delp. Since being purchased by Mrs. Firestone, she has been trained by 
LeRoy Jolley.

CAESAR'S WISH 


Marking only the third time since Maryland-bred championship awards were begun in 
1962, the 2-year-old crown went last year to a filly. 

Caesar's Wish, defeated once in eight starts, earned $132,520 and was weighted one pound 
below Eclipse award winning filly Lakeville Miss (118 to 119) on the year-end Experimental 
Handicap. 

Although Lakeville Miss was singled out as the nation's juvenile filly champion, it is 
interesting to note that the only time Lakeville Miss ran against Caesar's Wish the latter won by 
nearly seven lengths. Why then the championship to Lakeville Miss? Because Caesar's Wish 
didn't register that upset victory until November 19, and by that time the Eclipse award 
balloting was already under way. 

Among Maryland-bred fillies, only Miss Spin (in 1965) and Protest (1972) were previously 
voted 2-year-old championships over colts. 

Caesar's Wish is by far the best horse ever bred by Nathan L. Cohen, an officer and 
part-owner of the Pimlico race track. Mr. Cohen and his 83-year-old father, Herman, have bred 
and raced a Maryland stable in partnership for a number of years, their best previous horses 
being Mister Diz and Lou Rosenbush. 

Normally, Nathan and Herman raced what they bred, while adding to their stable with an 
occasional yearling purchase. But in the spring of 1976 they became disenchanted with their 
operation. As a result of that unhappiness, they changed trainers (Buddy Delp for Doug Small) 
and sold all of their breeding stock (five broodmares, four sucklings and four yearlings) to 
Small, their former trainer. Small had no desire to keep all 13 of those horses. He entered the 
yearlings in the Eastern Fall Sale at Timonium, and included in that group was an unnamed filly 
by Proudest Roman out of Primper by Art Market. 

Mr. Small said he hoped for a price of around $20,000 for the filly, explaining that “she was 
without doubt the best looking yearling I had ever raised." 

But the final bid was $7,500 — and the bid was Small's. 

So the trainer took the filly back to his Strathmore Stud in Monkton and called up another 
of his owners, Sally Gibson. By telephone they made a deal. It was probably the best horse deal 
Mrs. Gibson ever made. 

Mrs. Gibson turned the yearling over to Doug Small's son Dick for breaking and training. 
And for Dick, Caesar's Wish has accomplished wonders. Seven wins in eight starts, five stakes 
victories and a decisive triumph over the divisional champion. 

Clearly, Caesar's Wish is quite exceptional.

In a remarkable duplication of the previous season, a Maryland-bred 2-year-old was 
assigned top weight on England's Tote Free Handicap of 1977. Last year's champion was Try 
My Best. In 1976, it was J. O. Tobin. Both were awarded 133-pound posts of honor — top weight 
on the Tote Free Handicap being the equivalent of England's 2-year-old championship. 

Both Try My Best and J. O. Tobin were foaled at E. P. Taylor's Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City. Try My Best was bred by Mr. Taylor, while J. O. Tobin came from the stable of 
Californian George A. Pope, Jr. 

Try My Best was sold by Windfields Farm at the 1976 Keeneland Summer Sales. The buyer 
was the British Bloodstock Agency (Ireland) which bid $185,000 as agent for Robert Sangster 
(who previously had purchased 3-year-old champion The Minstrel at Keeneland as a yearling in 
1975). 

Sent to Vincent O'Brien's yard in Ireland, Try My Best came to hand quickly. 

He made three starts last year and was undefeated. His stakes victories include the William 
Hill Dewhurst (Group I) at Newmarket and the Larkspur (Group III) at Leopardstown. 

Try My Best is the second foal produced by Buckpasser's unraced daughter Sex Appeal. 
Her first is Kaskitayo, an unraced colt sired by the deceased Protanto. Sex Appeal's dam is the 
Traffic Judge mare Best In Show. She was a stakes winner of $53,880 and produced Malinowski, 
champion 2-year-old in Ireland in 1975. 

Windfields Farm reports that it sold a yearling half-sister to Try My Best at Keeneland last 
year for $75,000. The filly was sired by Halo. This year Sex Appeal has another colt by Northern 
Dancer of yearling age. 

Northern Dancer, sire of Try My Best, is the world's leading stallion in 1977. He stands at 
Mr. Taylor's Maryland farm on a private contract basis. Syndicated in 1970 for $2.4 million, the 
son of Nearctic has now sired over 50 stakes winners. 

And last year the two most important of his stakes winners were the champions of 
England's 2-year-old and 3-year-old divisions: Try My Best, juvenile champion; The Minstrel, 
3-year-old champion. 

Northern Dancer, 17, won the Kentucky Derby and Preakness in 1964. He made 18 lifetime 
starts, winning 14 times. His earnings totaled $580,806. At stud he has sired such other 
champions as Nijinsky II, Alma North, Fanfreluche and One For All.

lAf inning two $50,000 stakes in New York last year, Pearl Necklace showed that she is best 
going a distance of ground and that she is improving with maturity. 

Owned and bred by Reginald N. Webster, Pearl Necklace was a promising 2-year-old in 
1976 (111 pounds on the Experimental), winning one stake (Aqueduct's Tempted) for seasonal 
earnings of $39,480. 

But in 1977, Pearl Necklace ranked only a few rungs down the ladder from champion Our 
Mims, Eclipse award winner of the 3-year-old filly division. 

Trained by Roger Laurin, Pearl Necklace had two hot streaks last year. From May 27 
through July 7, she won three consecutive starts, and from September 22 through October 24, 
she won four straight times. Altogether in 1977, Pearl Necklace won eight of 16 starts for 
earnings of $192,508. 

Pearl Necklace is the first of Ambernash's nine stakes winners to surpass the $200,000 mark 
in earnings. The stallion himself made only three starts, winning twice. He was auctioned at 
Timonium in the 1966 dispersal of William duPont Jr.'s horses, going to Richard S. Reynolds Jr. 
on a bid of $25,000. 

Dam of Pearl Necklace is the Traffic Judge mare Another Jane. Bred by L.Hetzel, Another 
Jane made only three starts, all in New York as a 2-year-old. She finished 11th, 7th and 10th in 
those maiden special weight races. At stud, the mare produced two foals prior to Pearl 
Necklace. The first was Embraceable (winner of one race) and the second was Reunite (winner 
in France). Another Jane's dam is Countess Jane, a stakes winner of $31,487. 

Mr. Webster, owner of Pearl Necklace, is a member of the Jockey Club and has been racing 
horses since 1946. His best runner was Quill, champion filly of the 1963 season. 

Born in Ireland, Mr. Webster maintains homes in New York and Palm Beach. He is a 
financial executive, being chairman of five corporation boards, including Standard Thomson.

• O. Tobin was the best 2-year-old in England in 1976. 

Brought home late that year so that he could prepare for the 1977 season, the colt bred and 
owned by George A. Pope, Jr. climaxed his 3-year-old season on July 3 at Hollywood Park when 
he was one of six horses to oppose the then undefeated winner of the Triple Crown. Seattle 
Slew was installed l-to-5 favorite in the $300,000 purse race named after the great race horse 
Swaps. But Seattle Slew never made the lead, finishing fourth, beaten 16 lengths. In front from 
start to finish was J.O. Tobin at odds of 3-to-l. 

J.O. Tobin won the mile and a quarter Swaps Stakes (in which he carried 120 pounds 
compared to 126 on topweighted Seattle Slew) by eight lengths. 

Off of that performance, he looked like a world beater. 

But there was to be one more race for Tobin in 1977. He came east for a second time (having 
finished fifth in the Preakness in May) to try for the $150,000 Woodward Handicap at Belmont 
Park on September 17. Meeting older horses for the first time, he wound up fifth to Forego. 
Second in the mile and an eighth race was the 3-year-old Silver Series. 

As far as the 3-year-old division was concerned, the Woodward left everyone confused. 
J .O. Tobin had humbled Seattle Slew in the Swaps, and Silver Series had walloped Tobin in the 
Woodward. 

Not until January 1, 1978, would Tobin race again. In that race, Santa Anita's Malibu, he 
would turn in another magnificent performance. But the Malibu (because it was run in 1978) 
was not considered in the balloting for Maryland's 1977 champions. 

In 1977, Tobin made six starts, winning three. All of his triumphs were at Hollywood Park. 

Tobin was foaled at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City. Mr. Pope had sent the colt's dam. 
Hill Shade, to that farm so that she could be bred in 1974 to Northern Dancer. Mr. Pope is the 
owner of El Peco Ranch in Madera, California. The ranch embraces 3,000 acres and is homebase 
for the more than 100 horses owned by Pope. 

The name for Mr. Pope's champion honors his very old, longtime friend, J.O. Tobin. Mr. 
Tobin is in his 90's and was a well known sportsman during his younger years.

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GENTLE KING 

Champions among Maryland's 4-year-olds and up (male and female divisions) were two 
horses bred by the late Milton Polinger, both the offspring of the former Maryland stallion What 
Luck. 

Gentle King was best of the males. Among the fillies and mares. What A Summer was a 
standout, winning an Eclipse award a§ the nation's best sprinter as well as being voted the best 
Maryland-bred race horse of the 1977 season. 

Although not nearly so proficient as the filly. Gentle King was a first class performer last 
year. He twice won $50,000 stakes in New York (the Carter and Manhattan Handicaps) and 
amassed $130,454 while winning five of 16 starts. 

Mr. Polinger, who died in December, 1976, brought Gentle King to the races as a 2-year-old 
in 1975. He sold a half-interest in the horse that season, then later disposed of his remaining 
interest. In 1977, Gentle King raced for Arthur Fouks' Canam East Stable. 

Although he was a stakes winner at 2, Gentle King was sidelined with an injury during 
most of his 3-year-old season. But in 1977 he returned to action, displaying by far the best form 
of his 29-race career. 

Strongly inbred to *Nasrullah, Gentle King is by What Luck out of a *Nasrullah mare. That 
mare. Gentle Ruler, had never before produced a stakes winner, but she is the dam of two 
(Lancastrian and Carry Ruler) stakes-placed foals. 

What Luck, the sire of Gentle King, stood at Mr. Polinger's farm for three seasons (1971 
through 1973) and then was sold out of state. When standing in Maryland, the stallion was 
owned by Polinger and Dr. Raymond Murphy. 

Mr. Polinger, a member of the Maryland Racing Commission, had been in the horse 
business since 1956 but not until he developed his own Polinger Farm in Montgomery county in 
1970 did he produce his first stakes winner — a filly named Move Abroad. 

Gentle King and What A Summer are clearly the best two horses bred by Mr. Polinger.

The gelding's two stakes triumphs occurred in the Hialeah Turf Cup Handicap and 
Pimlico's Dixie Handicap, both at aanile and a half on the grass. 

ii u lm P r ° viser was foaled at John and Joe Pons' Country Life Farm in Bel Air, his dam, *Minim 
II, having been sent there so that she could be bred to Rash Prince, a syndicate-owned Country 

Life stallion, now deceased. Improviser is himself by Speak John, an Elmendorf stallion based 
in Kentucky. 


Owned and bred by Max Gluck's Elmendorf, Improviser was slow to develop. 

At the end of his^3-year-old season, he claimed only one victory out of 17 starts. His 
earnings stood at $16,080 — an insignificant sum for a horse who would go on to earn over 
$400,000. ° 


Suddenly as a 4-year-old Improviser came alive for his trainer, Jack Weipert. 

He won the $100,000 Pan American Handicap that year in addition to the $25,000 Appleton 
Handicap. And in 1976 he also finished second in the $150,000 Canadian International Cham¬ 
pionship, the $100,000 Arlington Handicap and the $100,000 United Nations. 


In one year, he had risen from a nonentity to become one of the nation's finest grass horses. 
Improviser's 1977 record was brief but good. 

He made only eight starts last year, won three times and earned $164,949. His season's final 
race was at Hollywood Park on July 25. 

The distance-loving gelding is bred top and bottom for routes.

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LIFE'S ILLUSION 


Never in the modern history of Thoroughbred racing has a Maryland-bred mare achieved 
in steeplechase races a record comparable to that of Life's Illusion. 

Winning the Maryland-bred steeplechase crown for the third consecutive year. Life's 
Illusion gained the fourth stakes victory of her career last August in Saratoga's $20,000 Lovely 

Night Handicap. She was to make only one subsequent start before being permanently retired 
to stud. 

Assigned top weight of 160 pounds in the Lovely Night Handicap, Life's Illusion took the 
lead midway of the two and a sixteenth mile race and then drew away for a three-length tally 
over Casamayor. She performed as 3-to-2 favorite and was ridden by A1 Quanbeck Jr. 

Winner of an Eclipse award as the nation's finest steeplechaser in 1975, Life's Illusion is the 
first stakes winner either bred or raced by her owner, Virginia Van Alen. Mrs. Van Alen is, 
however, quite familiar with stakes winners and champion jumpers, her father being the 
former Irish ambassador Raymond Guest, owner of the great steeplechaser *L'Escargot. 

Life's Illusion has been trained throughout her career by Paul Fout. 

Mystic II, a Virginia stallion, has sired three other stakes winners, including champion 
jumper Soothsayer. The dam of Life's Illusion is the Black Tarquin mare *Dark Mile. She has 
produced two other foals, one of them being Tarratine who is stakes-placed over jumps.

Although there were fewer Maryland-breds weighted on the Experimental 
Handicap this year than in the two most recent years, the quality of last season's 
top Maryland-bred juveniles was quite high. 

Quadratic, owned by August Belmont and James P. Ryan, was pegged at 119 
pounds with Sally Gibson's Caesar's Wish only one pound lower at 118. Caesar's 
Wish, a filly, was weighted one pound below Lakeville Miss, winner of the Eclipse 
award, emblematic of the 2-year-old filly championship. 

Altogether, there were 11 Maryland-breds placed on the year-end honor roll 
by Thomas E. Trotter, the man who annually makes the Experimental weights for 
the Jockey Club. In 1977 there were 19 Maryland-breds, and in 1976 there were 16. 

Trotter assigned weights to 223 juveniles with Florida-bred Affirmed topping 
the list at 126. 

Quadratic, a son of Quadrangle and Smartaire, was bred by Mr. Ryan at his 
Ryehill Farm in Mount Airy. The bay colt, who is trained by W. C. (Woody) 
Stephens, won two stakes in New York and one in Maryland for earnings of 
approximately $100,000. 

Caesar's Wish was bred by Nathan Cohen and was entered (but did not sell) 
in the 1976 Eastern Fall Sale. The chestnut daughter of Proudest Roman and 
Primper was purchased by Mrs. Gibson in a private transaction after Douglas R. 
Small had bought the filly from Mr. Cohen. It was Small who consigned Caesar's 
Wish to the Timonium yearling auction. He bought her in on his own bid of 
$7,500. 

Winner of five stakes and over $130,000, Caesar's Wish humbled champion 
Lakeville Miss in Aqueduct's $75,000 Demoiselle Stakes, winning by seven 
lengths from the filly who would later win the Eclipse award championship. 
Although she was defeated only once in an eight-race campaign, Caesar's Wish 
was regarded by Trotter — and those who voted for the Eclipse championships — 
as being only second best to Lakeville Miss among the nation's 2-year-old fillies. 

Other Maryland-breds honored by weight assignments on the Experimental 
were Carlyle Lancaster's Star De Naskra, 116; W. Graham's Silver Spook, 114; 
George Cobaugh and Anita Stokes' Ten Ten, 114; J I B. Farm's Danger Bearing, 
111; Mrs. Henry D. Paxson's M.A.'s Date, 110; J. Alafoginis' Double Zeus, 109- 
Ada Marshak's Anti Social, 108; Entremont's Fight For Gold, 106, and Jerold C. 
Hoffberger's Silk Or Satin, 106. 
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Fourteen Maryland stallions were represented on the Experimental, two 
stallions with three horses and three with two apiece. 

The five leaders were Rambunctious (114, 110, 104); Tentam (114, 110, 107); 
Restless Native (112,105); Spring Double (111, 109), and King's Bishop (107, lOS).' 
Tentam and King's Bishop were especially noteworthy in that their 1977 2-year- 
olds were their first crops to race. 

Also placing offspring on the Experimental were Rollicking (111); Quid Pro 
Quo (110); Tequillo (110); Ginger Fizz (108); Impressive (106); North Flight (106); 
Search For Gold (106); Ambernash (104) and Rock Talk (102).

No Maryland-bred filly in recent years has been 

honored with such high weight. But there is still 
an irony in Caesar's Wish's 118-pound assign- 
mcnt — because she won by seven lengths in 
New York from the only filly (Lakeville Miss) 
weighted above her. The fact that that triumph in 
the mile and an eighth Demoiselle occurred in 
November undoubtedly worked to the disad¬ 
vantage of Caesar's Wish. By that time the ballots 
for championships had been mailed, and 
Caesar s Wish wasn't even among the nominees. 
Had her Demoiselle triumph been a month ear¬ 
lier, it is probable that Caesar's Wish would have 
been the 2-year-old filly champion. When one 
considers that fillies are theoretically in receipt of 
a five-pound sex allowance, the 118 pounds on 
Caesar's Wish actually translates into 123.

Maryland-Bred Rules 

from the Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each 
horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To 
qualify for such registration the said hox^e must have been foaled in the State of 
Maryland, and in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one 
who maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse shall 
be either the produce of a mare having conceived in Maryland the previous 
season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland 
stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam 
at the time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland 
Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the 
State of Maryland for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood 
to be the first six months of a year, or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to 
the start of the breeding season he must be approved as a Maryland stallion by 
the Registration Committee of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
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Two Separate Racing Programs 
Provide Maryland-Bred Revenue 

Maryland Fund Purses 

The Maryland Fund program provided $1,329,100 in purse money in 1977. All Maryland Fund races were, of course, 
restricted to registered Maryland-bred horses. In addition, the Maryland Fund provided breeders with bonus awards 
totaling $134,800 and to the owners of stallions standing in Maryland went a total of $45,300 in bonus awards. 

An explanation of the mechanics of the Maryland Fund program follows: 

The Maryland Fund Program is administered by a five-man committee of which Donald Levinson is chairman. Mr. 
Levinson is also a member of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Other Maryland Fund Committee members are: Alvin Karwacki (representing the mile tracks), William M. Linton 
(minor tracks), John B. Merryman (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association) and John C. Mobberley (the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association). 

Although the Fund is supervised by this committee, the committee is empowered to do nothing more than make 
recommendations to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Money generated for the Fund (.50 per cent of the mutuel handle plus one-tenth of one-half of the breakage) by a 
particular track is spent specifically at that track. A carryover in money accumulated but not spent (or money spent in 
excess of Maryland Fund income) is maintained from one year to the next. 

Since the Maryland Fund purse distribution is decided upon prior to the start of a meeting, it is virtually impossible 
for purse distribution exactly to equal Maryland Fund income. 

After fifteen and a half years of operation the difference between income ($15,328,508.66) and expenditure 
($15,367,660) is $39,151.34. 

Maryland Fund purses at the mile tracks range from a minimum of $7,500 to a top purse of $50,000. Timonium, the 
state's only minor track, offers a minimum purse of $5,500 in the Fund program. Its maximum purse is $20,000. 

In all Maryland Fund races the breeder of the winner receives a bonus equivalent to 10 per cent of the gross purse. 
And if the sire of the winner stood in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived, the owner of that stallion receives 
a bonus equivalent to 5 per cent of the gross purse. 

All breeder and stallion bonuses are subject to a 10 per cent service charge which is paid to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association for the bookkeeping involved in maintaining records for the various programs. 


Restricted Races 

The program of races restricted to Maryland-breds which existed prior to the passage of House Bill 106 in 1962 is still 
maintained on a three-a-week basis. These races have no set purse pattern. Purse money for them comes from the 
tracks' normal overnight purse distribution. 

These Maryland-bred races are designed to accommodate the cheaper grade of Maryland-breds. Purses for these 
races at the mile tracks are normally in the $3,000-$6,000 range. No breeder bonuses are paid to the winners of these 
Maryland-bred races. 

Purses for these Maryland-bred races totaled $593,000 during the 1977 season. 


Open Race Bonuses 

The "open" race breeder bonuses are paid by the tracks themselves. These bonuses go to the breeders of the 
registered Maryland-bred winners of all races which are not restricted to Maryland-breds. 

At both the mile and half-mile tracks, open race breeder bonuses are a sum equivalent to 14 per cent of the winner's 
share of the purse — except that no mile track is required to pay more than .08 per cent of its total mutuel handle in open 
race breeders' awards and no half-mile track is required to pay more than .15 per cent of its total mutuel handle in open 
race breeders' awards. 

If open race breeder awards total more than the specified percentages when computed on the basis of 14 per cent of 
the winner's share of the purse, then the 14 per cent figure is reduced by the necessary amount. 

The total amount paid in open race breeder awards by the tracks in 1977 was $222,147.68. 

All breeder and stallion bonuses are subject to a 10 per cent service charge which is paid to the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association for the bookkeeping involved in maintaining records for the various programs.

Bleeder Bonus Awards 

For 1977 


For the third time in the past six years. Glade Valley Farms, Inc., was the state's leading 
breeder in dollars earned from bonus awards. 

Credited with $18,841 in breeder awarcjs4pr 1977, Glade Valley amassed this total without 
the inclusion of bonuses credited to Mrs. Robert A. Leonard, one of the corporation's principal 
stockholders. Mrs. Leonard, whose husband is Glade Valley's manager and part-owner, 
picked* up an additional $7,210. 

Glade Valley, which was incorporated in 1960, was repeating its accomplishments of 1972 
and 1973, thereby becoming the first breeding establishment ever to top the awards list three 
times. 

Dr. Leonard reports that he and his wife Nancy moved to the old Glade Valley Farm in 
Walkersville in 1960. Previously, the farm was owned by the late Col. Harry Marcus. Dr. 
Leonard was the veterinarian for Glade Valley for three years prior to acquiring a financial 
interest in it. 

In 1960 Dr. Leonard and an associate (the late Jack I. Bender) formed the Glade Valley 
corporation for the express purpose of purchasing the 140-acre Marcus property. Later, a third 
partner, Jane Hart, became an equal partner in the corporation. Mrs. Hart is the widow of the 
Michigan United States senator Philip Hart. 

Soon realizing that the Walkersville property was too small for the type of operation he 
planned. Dr. Leonard acquired two farms in nearby Frederick in 1963. Later, two additional 
farms were purchased — the four farms (all contiguous in acreage) gave the new Glade Valley 
its present 560 acres. 

Glade Valley today owns 30 broodmares and stands four stallions. 

Another 25 mares are maintained for other owners on a year-round basis. 

The farm has a minimum horse population of 100 head. During the breeding season, the 
number of horses usually exceeds 175. 

Glade Valley (originally owned by the late William L. Brann of Challedon and Gallorette 
fame) has bred many stakes winners since coming under the direction of Dr. Leonard. The most 
notable of these is Alma North, Maryland's champion race horse in 1971. Alma North, sold at 
Saratoga as a yearling by Glade Valley, retired with earnings of $513,597.

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Northern Dancer 
Reigns Supreme 


Northern Dancer continued his virtually unchallenged dominance of Maryland's stallion 
roster in 1977, gaining his fifth championship in the past seven years. More important than his 
No. 1 ranking in Maryland, however, was the fact that he was also America's leading sire in 1977 
when credited with the European earnings of his champion 3-year-old son The Minstrel. 

(Editor's note: In the accompanying tabulation of Maryland's General Sire List, Northern 
Dancer's total earnings were computed only on North American statistics. His earnings total of 
$1.3 million would be increased to over $2 million if his European runners were included.) 

As in 1976, second place among Maryland stallions went to syndicate-owned Spring 
Double. Although no threat to the 17-year-old Northern Dancer, the Glade Valley Farms 
stallion held a clear advantage over the third-place finisher, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt's 
Restless Native. 

Northern Dancer, who has been standing at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City since 
1969, is by Nearctic out of Natalma by Native Dancer. It is interesting to note that either 
Northern Dancer or his sire Nearctic or his grandsire Native Dancer has led Maryland's stallion 
roster for all but two of the last 14 years. And in the only two years that one of those three horses 
failed to gain the championship, the crown went to Restless Native, a son of Native Dancer. 

Syndicated in 1970 for $2.4 million, Northern Dancer was raced by his breeder, E. P. Taylor. 
As a 3-year-old, Northern Dancer won the Kentucky Derby and Preakness, retiring with 
earnings of over $580,000. 

Originally sent to stud in Canada at Mr. Taylor's Oshawa farm, the stallion was transferred 
to Maryland in 1969. 

Spring Double is a 15-year-old son of Double Jay and the Hyperion mare *Sunset Gun II. 
He earned over $438,000, winning 22 of 79 starts over a six-year campaign. His biggest 
money-earner is Gala Lil who was sold last fall at Keeneland for $325,000. Spring Double stands 
for a live foal fee of $3,500. 

Third place finisher Restless Native is perennially a leader among Maryland sires Himself 
lightly raced (two wins from three starts). Restless Native boasts one of the world's finest 
pedigrees, being by champion Native Dancer out of champion Next Move. He stands at Mr 
Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm for a live foal fee of $7,500.

Sire of Two-Year-Olds 


Rarely does a stallion attain No. 1 ranking with his first crop of foals to race, but 
syndicate-owned King's Bishop accomplished that feat last year by leading all Maryland sires of 

Eleven of the young stallion's 16 starters were winners and two of them (Queen Lib and 
Cabrini Green) won stlkes. Sons and daughters of the Windfields Farm stallion earned 
$197 103 — a sum which gave him 24th position on the national standings. 

Second in Maryland to King's Bishop was another Windfields Farm stallion who was also 
represented by his first crop. Tentam, owned by a syndicate, also sired 11 winners, thei 

earn ln 8 third position 2, 'was syndicate-owned Spring Double, a Glade Valley Farms stallion. 
Spring Double was represented by ten winners of $148,279. 

King's Bishop, a foal of 1969, is by Round Table out of Spearfish by Fleet Nasrullah. A 
multiple stakes winner of over $308,000, King's Bishop stands for $7,500 live foal, 

Tentam is the same age as King's Bishop and occupies a stall in the same stallion barn. He 

wonlhikeslong^ nd^ortf on grassand dirt ^His earnings total $459,109, Sinh! by Intentionally, 

Tentam is out of the Tim Tam mare Tamerett. He stands for a $15,000 live foal fee. 

Spring Double was also a big purse earner, retiring with a bankroll of $438,317^ He is by 
Double Jay out of the Hyperion mare ‘Sunset Gun II and stands for a live foal fee of $3,500 
Six Maryland stallions exceeded the $100,000 mark in earnings of their 2-year-olds In 
addition to the three leaders, they were Rambunctious (Red Oak Farms), Restless Native 
(Sagamore Farm) and Tequillo (Longwood Farm).

Tote Free Handicap 

For the second consecutive year, a 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old has been assigned 
top weight on England's Tote Free Handi¬ 
cap. 

Try My Best, bred by E. P. Taylor's 
Windfields Farm, was given 133 pounds — 
the same post of honor awarded J. O. Tobin 
the previous year. 

The Tote Free Handicap and America's 
Experimental Handicap are identical in na¬ 
ture. Both are designed as evaluations of the 
year's best juveniles. The Tote Free Handi¬ 
cap weights are for a theoretical race of seven 
furlongs. 

Try My Best was sold by Mr. Taylor at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1976 for 
$185,000. He was purchased by Robert 
Sangster and partners who also bought The 
Minstrel from Mr. Taylor as a yearling in 
1975. 

Undefeated in three starts last year. Try 
My Best captured two stakes — the Larkspur 
(Grade III) and the William Hill Dewhurst 
(Grade I). The Dewhurst is regarded as Eng¬ 
land's most important 2-year-old race. 

Try My Best is by Northern Dancer out of 
Sex Appeal by Buckpasser. 

Northern Dancer, 17, was America's 
champion sire in 1977. He has sired more 


than 50 stakes winners and was himself a top 
race horse, winning both the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. He stands at Mr. 
Taylor's Chesapeake City farm as the 
property of a syndicate. 

Sex Appeal, the dam of Try My Best, was 
unraced but her dam. Best in Show, was a 
stakes winner. Try My Best is Sex Appeal's 
second foal, the first being Kaskitayo, an un¬ 
raced colt sired by deceased Protanto. 

Mighty Caesar's Wish Upset 

Sally M. Gibson's Caesar's Wish was in¬ 
stalled 3-to-10 favorite when striving for her 
fifth consecutive triumph last month in 
Aqueduct's $40,000 Busanda Stakes, but the 
Maryland-bred filly champion failed by a 
neck margin against Ryehill Farm's Bemis 
Heights. Much the best of the others in the 
mile and a sixteenth race, Caesar's Wish was 
second by 14 lengths over the third place 
finisher. 

Bemis Heights was bred in Virginia by the 
estate of Christopher T. Chenery. She was 
sold in the 1976 Eastern Fall Sales at 
Timonium to Ryehill Farm owner James P. 
Ryan on a bid of $30,000. Bemis Heights is by 
*Herbager out of Orissa by First Landing. 
Orissa is also the dam of $200,000 winner 
Slip Screen. 

Mr. Ryan, one of Maryland's leading 
breeders, is also the part owner of Quadratic 
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who was weighted at 119 pounds on this 
year's Experimental Handicap. Although 
bred by Ryan, Quadratic is owned in 
partnership with August Belmont. 

Bemis Heights was second choice in the 
Busanda. Carrying 115 pounds (compared to 
121 on Caesar's Wish), she took the lead at 
the start and never relinquished that advan¬ 
tage. Caesar's Wish was second during the 
entire race and, for the last half mile, was no 
more than a half-length off the winner. 

Although she had never before won a 
stake, Bemis Heights had finished second in 
Aqueduct's Rosetown on January 2. The vic¬ 
tory was her fourth in 11 starts. 

Windfields Hires Dr. Hawkins 

With close to 600 broodmares slated to be 
bred this coming season, Windfields Farm 
has engaged Dr. Dan Lee Hawkins to assist 
Dr. Joseph C. Campbell's veterinary work¬ 
load. 

A 1973 graduate of Texas A. & M., Dr. 
Hawkins joined Windfields November 1, 
coming from a major New York Stan- 
dardbred farm. A native of San Antonio, 
Hawkins earned a B.S. degree in Zoology at 
lexas Tech University and an M.S. in animal 
physiology prior to his D.V.M. He was resi¬ 
dent in equine reproduction at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Davis, School of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine from September, 1974-June,

A stakes-placed winner, Royal Consort is 
by Raise a Native out of Sequence by Count 
Fleet. In addition to being out of a stakes- 
winning mare, he is half-brother to three 
stakes winners. 

At the Spring Valley Farm he will stand for 
a live foal fee of $1,000. Spring Valley is 
owned by William Rickman and managed by 
Linda Leutbecher. 

Pere Doon Is Dead 

Pere Doon, a good race track winner who 
was used briefly as a stallion, died last month 
at his owners' Lansdowne Farm near Cen- 
treville, apparently the victim of a brain 
tumor. 

Owned and bred by Mr. and Mrs. Jesse J. 
Crook, Pere Doon won Laurel's Back Again 
Purse in 1971, and the following year cap¬ 
tured Timonium's Labor Day Handicap in 
addition to Marlboro's Potomac Plate.
